Lorre, Which Fell Into Enemy's 
Hands Lnte Monday Is Regained 
by the French in Dashing 
Counter Drive — Allied 
Lines In Flanders 
Hold Firm Under 
Heavy Blow of 
Hun Hordes. 

With the Dritlsh Army In France, 
April 30— Further desperate smashes 
by Von Arnim's army against the Al- 
lied lines on the Flanders battlefltld 
yesterday afternoon and evening met 
with no more success than the ene- 
my's futile and costly attempts earlier 
in the day to break through and cap- 
ture the hill positions west of Kcm- 
mel. 

Not only did the British mid French 
maintain their positions at virtually 
all parts in the face of furious on- 
slaughts, but during the night they re- 
claimed several hits of territory on 
which the enemy had succeeded in 
getting a hold. 

Locre had again fallen into German 
hands, late yesterday, but the French 
once more made a dashing counter 
drive, and thrust the enemy out of 
this important place. 

The Allied lines in Flanders this 
morning were to all Intents the same 
as when the Germans surged forward 
yesterday and in front of the defend- 
ing positions gray uniformed men lay 
in great numbers, representing the 
awful price paid by the Germans. 

North of Kemmel the British and 
French, countering in conpunctlon, al- 
so pushed forward somewhat during 
the night and bettered their positions. 
At one time yesterday the Germans 
actually had some men on the lower 
slopes of both Mont Rouge and the 
Scherpenberg, after they had succeed- 
ed In driving a small wedge Into the 
French line between these two eleva- 
tions. 

Fierce fighting about l,ocre all day, 
and the enemy sacrificed great num- 
bers of men in an attempt to 
through here. 

In the meantime the flanks' 
holding brilliantly against successive 
shocks. A particularly bitter battle 
was waged astride the Kemmel-Le 
Clytte highway near the Junction of 
the French and British. Here the 
enemy tried his favorite trick of di- 
viding the two forces, but he found no 
weak spots. 

At ridge wood, west of Voormeieele. 
heavy fighting also continued 
throughout the day, the Germans los- 
ing great numbers of men, both kill- 
ed and wounded. It is impossible to 
say how many attacks the enemy 
made at thla point during the course 
of the day; they came forward In 
waves throughout long hours There 
was no cessation of the terrible bat- 
tle. The wonder Is that the Allied 
troops were able to hold in the face of 
such onslaughtera by superior num- 
bers.

When prepared ^he ordinary 
field or navy beanli, the soy beans 
should be soaked for 10 or 12 hours 
or more, If necessary, and boiled slow- 
ly. The boiled soy beans, like bollod 
anvy or field beans, may be seasoned 
and used as the principal part of a 
meal as they are or may be made In- 
to bean loaf, bean croquettes, or oth- 
er dishes. 

When soy beans are three-fourths 
or more grown, the seed makes a 
palatable and nutritious green vege- 
table. 

If the dried beans (yellow or yel- 
lowish-green varieties) are soaked for 
a few hours, then finally crushed (as 
In a meat grinder) and boiled in three 
times the amount of water as of bean 
material for about 30 minutes, a milky 
emulsion Is obtained which is Bimilar 
In appearance and properties to cow's 
milk. The addition of either magne- 
sium chloride or calcium sulphatt 
(about a one per cent solution) to 
soy-bean milk precipitates some ol 
the proteid substances, forming, a 
grnyish white curd which settles out 
leaving a yellowiBh watery liquid. 
This curd, after being drained and 
pressed, represents the tofu or bean 
curd extensively eaten in China and 
Japan. Soy or shoyu sauce is a dark- 
brown liquid prepared from a mixture 
of cooked and ground soy beans

Tho work Is done by the 
maMScB in !•. mi of by a comparative- 
ly few of the htmlest profession*] and 
biiHlncBH men and the entire city or 
about 10(i,oiio population can bo can- 
vasHed In one or two dayti even more 
completely than WSJ pMflble under 
the old system which reiinired from 
one to two weeks. 
Tho biock-by-biock organisation l» 

not greatly nnliko that of a well plan- 
nod political organisation. The city 
Is separated into thrco divisions each 
division into three or four sections, 
each section Into groups and each 
group into from sis to a dozen blocks. 
Those in charge of the divisions are 
called majors. The majors appoint 
section captains, the captains apopint 
section lieutenants and the- lieuten- 



ants name the bloc* BorgeantH. To 
those ranking above tho Borgoauts Is 
assigned the work of organizing the 
campaign and lo tho sergeants is as- 
signed the work of canvassing each 
resident In the blocks of which thoy 
have charge. All the workers arc 
supplied with badges. 

The organization differ! from that 
of a political body In that each group 
o flilocks Included parts of at least 
three precincts. By disregarding pre- 
cinct boundaries the organization can- 
not bo accused of bolng UBOd for po- 
litics or by politicians. 

On the day designated each ser- 
geant visits evory home In tho block 
to which he is assigned. With the 
work in the hands of 1,600 workers 
one man lo each block tho canvassing 
requires only n fow hours and tho 
burden Is lifted from tre shoulders 
of the few Individuals who are usual- 
ly responsible for the success of such 
undertakings. Campaigns participated 
in by only 200 persons require a 
1 week's time In addition to the week 
which It takes to organize the inovc- 



mont. 

Tho Chamber of Commerce formed 
this organisation by first seudlug out 
an appeal for volunteers to help con- 
duct war campaigns and then mnllcd 
return post cards to thoso who re- 
sponded favorably asking them to 
send In the names and addresses of 
others who they believed would bo 
willing to give thoir services for such 
work. The organisation Is n perma- 
nent one, available for use during the 
period of tho war. Now that It la or- 
ganized the workers need only to bo 
informed that work is to be done and 
when. The officers of the Chamber of 
Commerce arc confident that all the 
war work activities hereafter under- 
taken by the Chamber of Commerce 
| will be conducted more quickly and 
successfully by this method than ever 
before. The statement is Justified in 
•.lie light of the Chamber's experience 
with such campaigns in the past, oven 
those which are conducted by the old 
method, which have all gone "over the 
top."
